Only by the way, you are to note if you 
pleafe, chat none of the L——d Mam=_=org 
I met with in that Country were Kamung, 
Which indeed I wonder’d at, becavfe F- 
have obferv’d it to be otherwife among us 
But when I came to enquire into the Reas 
fon of it, 1 found, it was more for Want 
of Wit than Wile————And that they were 
generally F———s, rather than Ka—=s. 
But to leave the poor Taylor to his Fate,

tte Moon, ftrange ridiculous fort of Folks— 
‘Yney fell Out about, Whether it was Law- 
ful to fall Out, orno: One faid, It was 
utterly Unlawful to Quarrel with one ano- 
ther upon any Pretence whatfoever—— 
‘The other deny’d it, and alledged , That 
upon fome extraordinary Occafions, fuch 
as Wiolence, Robbery, Theft, Murther, 


andthe like, they might fall out, and ever 
fight with one another. 

it was a mad kind sof a Difpute; but 
that which was more ftrange than al} the 
reft, was That thofe People, who 
had the real Defign of Quarrelling with 
their Neighbours, and were upon all Oc- 
caficns apteft to do it, were the People 
who ardently Advanc’d and Defended this 
New Pofirion, (vizg.) The utter Itlegality of 
Quarreliing one with another, upon any 
Pretence whatfoever : And on the contrary, 
thofe who alledged it was lawful fo to Quar- 
rel upon abfolute Neceffities, and ia juft 
Defence of Right, Life, Property, Law, 
Oc. were the moft peaceable and fteady 
People in Obfervation of Laws, and in 
doing every thing, that might conduce to 
the preventing thofe very Quarrels, which 
eal neverthelefs judg’d to be fo Law- 
ul. 

There had been many Feuds among them 
upon this Head 5 and things were brought 
to that pafs, that the Non-falling out 
Party, had realy broken the Peace, 
fallen upon the other, and rabbled them, 
even to the pulling down their Houfes, 
and abufing their Perfons3 the other, who 
had both the Law, and the Government 
on their fide—— had born it all with a 
great deal of Patience, but had obtain’d 
of the Government, that thefe Tumults 
were fupprefs’d ; fome of the Ring-Lead- 
ers taken, and two of them had been 
try’d, and were underS-ntence of Death, 
for Rebellion, juft at the Time that I was 
there. 

Now tho’ as I faid before, I defer the 
fuller Relation of their mo ridiculous 
Affair, toa time of more Leifure, yet I 
cannot but obferve two Things here, 
which hapening together, relating tothe 
Execution of thels Mep, was very odd. 


Firfl, The Government of the Place, 
which is the moft Mild, Merciful and Bef 
Regulated that ever I faw, far beyond any 
thing T ever heard of on this fide the Moon, 
That of our prefent Queen, and her Glorious 
Predeceffor only excepred, was very back- 


ward 
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ward to have thefe ewo miferable Wretches 
put to Death, tho’ they Deferv’i it mofl 
richly, but the very Party that they be- 
long'd co, and who made all poffible Inter- 
cefion tor their Lives, were the very 
Peupic who made it almoft impradticable, 
and in a manner Unfafe for the Govern- 
ment to favethems tor they wen: Boafting 
upand down the City, That the Goverr- 
ment durft not execute chem, and that all 
thev had hitherto done, wasa meer Copy, 
an Outide, but that they were tov fen ible 
of the Power and Influence of the Party, 
co venture to pucthefe Men to Death. 
S:cond'), The People who thefe Rabblers 
had adted againit, even they themfelves 
who chey nad Rifled and Intulied, were 
inclin’d to pity them, and fome of them 
talk’d of going to (he Queen of that Coun: 


try, to petirion for their Lives—— put 
one Trick of their (tne Criminals) own 
Friends, ruin’d this too ; for when, as I 
faid before, they had quarrell’d, and car- 
ried Things to that Height as to Fighr, 
Rob, Plunder, c. to carry off the Odium 
ofthe Crime, they gave tt out, Thatthe 
other Parry had prompted, excited acd 
contrived this Rabole co pull down their 
own Houfes and Places of Worfhip. Now, 
tho this was as ridiculous a Notion, as 
one broach'd once on this fide the Moon, 
viz.Ot the Dijenters Burning the City of 
London, yet could they have broughe any 
of chefe plunder’d People to peticion ter 
therm—ic would for ever have fix’d that 
Scandat upon the whole Party s and this 
would have pats’d fora fufficienc Telti- 
mopy.

to the Bakers, but chat they may live very 
well uuder it. It is true, the Law does 
nit oblige them to make Bread ac all, and 
this the Bakers may perhaps think, may put 
the Tecple into fome Diford>r.
